In ſetting down all which hidden villanies, (neuer fil this 
day diſcouered you ſhal finda mixture not oul of all thoſe de- 
teſtable ſubtiltics, tſed in making thoſe ſoꝛes which eate ints 
their fleſh, but alſo the tricks and medicines they haue 
(without helpe of Surgeous)to cure them.

hangeth Ruffepecke, Bakon. Theſe walking vp anddown the 
Tountrep, are moꝛe terrible ts women and childꝛen, then the 
name of Rau- head & Bloud) bones Robin Good- fellow, o anp 
other Hobgoblin. Crackers tyed to the dogs taile make not t- e 
pode Curre runne faſter, then theſe Abram Ninnies doe the 
filite dillages of the Countrep ſo that when they come to any 
dDaoozea begging, nothing is denied them. - h

Hey take Crow*oote, Sperewozt, and Salt, æ bruſing 
theſe together, they lap them vpon the place of the bodie 
which they deſtre to make ſoꝛe: the ſkin by this meanes be- 
ing fretted they firff clap a linnen cloth, till it fticke faſt, which
